K nowe (moſte Honora- 


Al ble) your vviſedome may mar. 
uell, and not vvithout cauſe, that 
I vvho of all other am tobe tepu⸗ 
ted the moſte vnlearned, vvoulde 
take vpon me, hauing (mall skill, 
or little or none in Palmiſttie, to 
diſcourſe or rather intreate of the 
elevation or declinationot the Mountof V, ſcing both 
finer vvittes, and iyper heads before this time herein haue 
vvaded ouer ſhocs for vvãt of greater skill. Vet my Lord, 
vnder your moſt Honorable correction, to chis your ad- 
miration, in mine ovvne defence I obiect this lavvſul ex- 
cuſe: Hens (as Iullie layth) Ait artes, omneſ$ tur ad ſtudia 
glorie V Vherfore reconing my ſelfe as one of thisgenera- 
litie, and yet deſirous to keepe me vvithin the boundes of 
this phraſe, Ne ſutor vltra crepidan, lavvfully alluded of 9. 
pelles for the curious carping at his vndeſerued penſell, I 
may (vvanting feete to runne)creepe, though as ſlovveas 
doth the Snayle,vyho refuſing to come at thecal of Tupiter 
vnto his generall feaſt for all liuing creatures, vvas iuſtly 
2 as you ſee, vvith the cariage of hir houſe on hir 
acke, vvherby ſtraying vvhether ſhe liſt, is neuer the far- 
ther from home. Thus your vviſedome may ſce the great 
deſire vvhich I had, ſomvvhat to ſer forth, and that, vvhat 
beſt might agree vvith your Honours yourhtull yeeres, &

not miſlike my youthfull aucthoritie, vvho deſirous to 
paint, as vvel the pleaſure as diſpleaſure of Loue thought 
good (mingling the ſvveete vvith the ſoure) vor onely to 
diſcourſe ot the eleuation, but alſo of the declinatid of the 
Mount of Venus, for that they are dependant (as fellovv Fa- 
bians)the one to the other. And thoughemy Lord) nothing 
ought to be penned ſyvatuing or not proceding ſrõ graue 
aucthoritie, yet often times vnder a defuſe garmẽt ſieiha 
clodde of vviſdome. Liłkevviſe, if vnskilfull heds ſhoulde 
frame thẽſelues to thelimnation of this Greeke ptouerbe, 
Quem quiſque uor it arte in Vac ſeexerceat: then skill muſte dye 
vvith ke Auctor for vvant ot youthfull exerc iſe, yea, no- 
thing ſhould be pra iſed, much leſſe learned, fevve then 
do as Plate pitbugoras, aſid Democritas did, vyho(as ſome fay) 
ſought all che partes of the vvorlde-vvhercin any thin 

vyas that might or couldebelearncd . Y ca Deworritas, — 
eAnexaZora, Iofte bothe their goodes ànd patrimonies (as 
all men dokaovy) onely for the deſite of learning. Alſo 
Die lotus ho teile, is · not much incõparable to cheſe, vvRo 
thoiovv his continuall vvatch and exceſsiue ſtudie, bein 

blinde of long time. kaovving nothing but vvhat — 
ynto him by a little childe, yet gave himſelfe vnto tlie ſtu· 
die of Geometrie, teaching vvnh vvordes vvho vvere de. 
ſitous to learne, hovv and in vvhat mãner cach lane ſhould 
be lay ed. VVherfore (O grafte of noble ſtocke) hauing 
ihe like deſire (it ſo I might ſay) as theſe haue had to lear- 
ning; my deſire and not my skill, my good vvill and not 
my penne is to be accepted, as the ſimple Raddiſh roote 
vvrapped in a peece of greene Sarcenet vvas better ac- 
cepred at ihe Prince his handes, than Vas a goodly fayre 
Horſe gorgeouſly trapped giuen him of his marchaunt, 


for that in deede he knevy their vvilles vvere not alike: the 


poore 
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poore man gaue his Radiſh roote for pure louo, but the o- 
ther his ſumptuous Horſe in hope of a greater beneſite. 
Thus preacing (more boldly than vviſely) vpõ your Ho- 
nours curteſie, I haue brought voto your Lordſhippe a 
handfullof fragrant floures (though not gathered in 1. 
unis gardeu). the chiefe vv hereof ate Primeroſes and Vio- 
leites. Your choyce is not great, yet chuſe vvhat likes 
you beſt, the vvorſt turnebacke againe. For if ſome may 
pleaſe, and none diſpleaſe, I ſhall not onely thinke my 
time vvel ſpent, and my — — better imployed, but al- 
ſo my labour and trauell beſt of al.beſtovved. Aud vvhet- 
as I ſcemeſas you ſhall hereafter perceyue) toground my 
Paganicall Pamphlet vpon the ſong of. poll, moſt melo- 
diouſly ſong vnto me(as me thoughi) in a viſiõ: I vvould 
not y our Honour ſhould thinke the painting of my pẽne 
to be Yerbatim ſpoken of Apolla his mouth, but rather the 
rounde thereof, vvhiche in moſt ample manner follovv⸗ 
ing I haue delated, vvherby eche one may ſeo (as it vvere 
in a gorgeous gariſn glaſſe before their eyes) a pretie poe- 
-ticall Pamphlet, ſhevving paganically, as vvell the lavvful 
copulacion betvveene Yulcane and Venus, as the vnhyvſull | 
combat berwycenchir and Mars. Alſo in this mery meane 
a playne mirrour of youihful vanities ſhall play his parte, 
and the ſhade thereof ſhall bereaue you of your: ſenſes. 
In the colignelik-vviſe of this army, your Honour ſhall 
finde yvritt{(as it vvete vvith letters of pure Gold)a chiefs 
poynte of. vvomens vanities , vide/ices, looke vvhat they 
may haue, coſte it neuer ſo muche, they eſteeme not: 
but by a toy of light valevve, and not eaſily commen 
by, they ſer great ſtore, vvherof this Prouerbe came, far fee 
and deere bought are good for Ladyes. Allo diuers other pointes 
in this glaſſe your L. ſhall perceyue vvorthie of noting, | 
| | A.iij. bun 
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but vyhy ſeeme I (vvho as yet neuer receyued one poynt 
of diſcourteſie of any veneriall Dame) to diſplay vvith 
penneandinke vpõ the imbecillitie of their natures ? God 
graunt (ſay I) Earipides may vvell vvithſtand their boyſte- 
rous blaſts, vvho in his Tragedie intituled A, affirmeth 
that vvomens vvittes are vnapte to goodneſſe, but very 
vvell inclined to vnhappineſſe, bicauſe(ſayde he) vvomen 
are creatures vnperfect, and vvhere perfectiõ is not, there 
can nothing reſt that is good. It ſeemeth the nebbe of my 
penne is long, and that ] leſſe do feare the ſtubbing therot, 
Such ſurmiſes (beleue me) aſſent to veritie, my yog yeres 
ſay, I ſpeake not by experience, but rather by heare ſay: 
and vvhat ofthisꝛciper yeares & mellovver vvittes knovy 
I fayne not herein, for many of them vayvillingly haue 
the proofe thereof. Vet vvould I not, vvho haue no title 
hereunto, ſhould ſeeme tochalẽge me as their vniuſt ac- 
cuſer, for I meane not generally, my ſurmiſe is not vn- 
knovvne, Rubbe « genld Horſe on the backe and it is @ chaumce 
if bee kicketh net. I vvill not ſay but that Dame Nature 
hath played hir part in deuiding and diſtributing hir gifts 
equally ,as vvell co the one as to the other. For vve ſee, as 
vve haue Apolle and Mrreurie for Goddes, ſo Pallu and Mis 
nern for Goddeſſes of vviſdome as Mears ſo Bellons for vvar: 
as Capide ſo Venus for loue: a3 P (0 Ceres for invention of 
husbandrie: yea, as Moerpbem ſo Aſaras for ſleepe.Thus(ro 
be ſhorte) God hath appointed the pleaſure of vvomen to 
conteruayle the toyle of man. Neither are the deedes of 
men morevaliantthanthe mindes of vvomẽ vyhoſecou- 
rage abateth no not vvith the fierceneſſe of Tygret, as ap- 
peared by the vviues and matrones of Perſia, vvho thorovy 
their valiant hates, noble courage and impudencie, being 
aſhamed ofthe flight of theit huſbandes, prouoked them 
| to 
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to returne againe vnto bartcl, and not onely to ouercome 
them of vvhome ſometimes not onely they, but Cyrus 
him ſelfeſtood in dread, but alſo in the ſame battellto take 
king Aſftyages priſoner. Moreouer, vvho hath not redde of 
the valiantneſſe ot Queene Thomyrs ? vvho hearing ot the 
death of hir onely ſonne, began not to revenge the ſame 
vvith teares, ſobbes, ſighes, and penſiueneſſe, as vvomen 
vſe to do( Talli teſtifying the ſame in his ſeconde boke ot 
Tuſcalares queitions, vvho interring vpþn this propoſition 
Pe tolerando dolore, afirmcth that F letus muliebri ingenis additus) 
but girded hit ſelf vvich the (vvorde, and armed hit body 
vvith the ſhielde of Ai, cutting oft the heare of hit head, 
and attiring hit ſelfe in the manner of a man, vntill ſuch 
time as ſhce had gotten the head of Gras, vvith the like 
vvyles that he vſed tovvard hit ſonne. Alſo vvho knovv- 
eth not that the ,Fmazones ruled their reale betyveene 
themſelues of a long time vvithout the ayde of any man, 
cutting off their = dugges for hindring the caſting of 
their dartes, vvherof they rooke this name Ame (that 
is) vvanting their right dugges? Bur ſofte here I checke, 
leaſt ſome ficke not to ſay behinde my backe, a blaſing 
ſtarte vvil ſhoote. But vvhat if they do ? It © greate winde 
that ſbaketh corme : neither do. I thinke but that the ſtan- 
ders by vvhiche heare this (having any iudgement at all) 
vvil eaſily deſcerne a difference betvcene Grpbeus and Pan. l 
knovv all men are not giuen to ſay vvell, neither to iudge 
alike. For (as Plats ſay eth) Quet capita tot ſunt ſent entiæ (ome 
men vvill ſay, this poynt vvas penned to myſtically: and 


an other vvill ſay behinde my backe, this ſhade vvas to 
groſle: here vvas to much learning ſhevved, and here vvas 


none at all: here a Fpolle and Palla guided his penne: here 
Pe moleſted him vvich his oten pipe: here vvill thæmale 


kinde: 
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kinde ſay, Neſtor dreamed, here vvill the female fay &. 
chilli raigned. Thus in euery corner of the houſe I looke 
to findea bayting · logge, and not vvithout a cauſe, for [ 
knovv they can not ſpeake ſo euill of meas my penne de- 
ſcruzth . But yet vvhat ſo euer they lay, the blinde man 
may ſce in this glafle, vvhat apiſhe vvittes vvomen haue 
to inueſtigate by interrogatiue limilitudes the perfect mea- 
ning and the ſurcgreunde of their louers hatte. and thoſe 
vvhiche haue tkeir cleare ſight to looke ſtedfaſtly herein, 
mall ſee perchaunce an Ape vvhipped, vvhich ſomvvhat 
may delight him. V Vherevpon certen yong Gentiemen 
and thoſe of my profeſſed friendes (vvell vievving this 
vvorke) requeſted me earneſtly ro haue intituled it & netthe 
for an Ape, but yet (being ſomvvhat vvedded as moſt fooles 
are) to mine ovvne opinion, vvho vvould hardiy forgoe 
their bable for the Tovver of London) I thought it good 
(ſomvvhat to ſtop a ⁊oilous mouth) to ſette a more clean- 
ly name vpon it, that is, Golden A pbroditu. For if theother 
had ſtoode, vvho moſt had bene bitten herevvith perad- 
uenture vvould haue ſought all the meanes they could to 
haue turned this vvhippe for mine ovvne tale. But ſtay 
here a linle, I loue not to be coũted a ranger, leaſt thorovy 
my appearing aboue the vvater, I ſeeme to prognoſticate 
thereby ( as doth the Dolphin) that ſome ſtorme or tem- 
peſt approcheth at hande. I truſtthough my penne dothe 
ſeeme to paint at large, yet not to lauiſhe. For vvhereas ic 
ſeemeth to blaſe or painte the incineration of Veneriall 
dames and ruffling Nymphes, it proceedeih not of any 
ſpite, malice, hatred, melancholy, or euil vvill thai I beare 
vnto the chaſte Matrones, ot vnto any one that may iuſt- 
ly chalenge vnto themſelues one little ſparke of the ſpice 
thereof. Therefore vvho are vvilling to vnderſtande, I 

vviſhe 
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yviſhe them to ſhunne the fountaine Chiu, and rather to 
open the gates of their cares, vvherhy they might the ber. 
ter vnderſtand my meaning: iudge likevviſe and knovve 
the difference of my voyces and ſoundes. If any one ſce- 
meth to be touched herevvith to the quicke, let tbem pro- 
pounde their Qua and I vvill alvvaies be at hande Reddere 
ratioemthcreynto , Vet on vvhome ſo euer it chaunceth 
to ſounde forth this interrogation (vvhat outvvatd coun- 
tenaunce ſo euer ſhe beare) yet can it not be ſounded, but 
as it vvere Tragic boats, therefore vvho liſt eih fo to do, to 
ayde them in their enterpriſe, I thinke it beſt they cal vpõ 
the dolefull Muſe Aa, on vyhome Virgil in his Epi- 
— proclonat beats 
Tregice meſs bY 

For this Idareauouch,that oftentimes vyho ſeemeth 
moſt of alto blaze their chaſtitie vvith the Tergate of Aa- 
duſa, they play more — — vnder this cleane kind 
of conueyance, or at the leaſt as many , as do thoſe vvho 
neuer vvoore the necklace of Iaſper, neither knevve ſo 
much as the cheyne of Diamantes and Topazes, vvhiche 
are counted the inſtrumentes of chaſtitie. And partly for a 
profethereof, vvho marketh vvell each thing comprehen- 
ded in this little volume, ſhal finde, that I haue ſomvvhat 
noted hereof by the conception of pia, vvho alvvaies 
bore the name of Chaſtitie it ſelf. Many other pointes 
(moſte Honorable) might here be noted, but that I hate 
the checke of Neuid nimũ, and (as the Prouerbe goeth) 
Litth ſayde ſione amended, My good vvill I truſt, ſhall ſuffice 
for this once, and though my vvell doing may not coun. 
teruailethe ſame, yet I truſt your Honour vvill not ſticke 
to defende me, in ſaying in my behalſe, Fe voluige ſat eff.

UWhereby he meant,remember our talke, foz Creſſes 
is an hearbe whiche helpeth mache the memozy. Tway thee went, 
and nought ſye ſayde but mumme. Gentles of all ſozte bothe male 
and female wanted not in this company, who ſeyng ſupper tyme 
was paſte, they ſought to recreate they? ſpirites, ſome in dauncing, 
ſome in carvyng, ſome in dycing, and ſome agayne in pleaſantly 
arguyng ofUeneriall diſputations, but N. o. thynkyng bis Lady 
rather to delight in dauncyng than in an other exerciſe there vſed, 
(bycauſe the pzopertie of moſte women is to delight in the ſame) 
he toke bys Ladie by the tender fiſte, fetchyng byz from the place

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N. o. fouldyng vp this letter in his chamber, Millreſſe Lngelica 
one of A. o. hy gentlewomen hauyng occaſion to got thozow his 
chamber, and ſeyng him koulding vp theſe verſes, ſnatched them 
away from him, but with his conſent, foz he net ſhe woulde as 
well ſorwe them vnto hir Piſkrefſe, as his heauy cheare and ſadde 
countenaunce vſed foz the nonce, whiche was his whole deſire, Fox 
if che had not thus vſed him, he would haue layed them in the place 
of his other verſes, pziuily lealyng away vntill ſuch tyme as this 
cloude were ouercaſt : which in deede he did. Foz willyng the yong 
gentlewoman to remember hir miſtreſſe of this pbzaſe, Z ate well of 
che Creſſe:,ovnknowing to any in the houſe, he ſecretely wente his 
way. A. o. perceyning the beginning of theſe mozning verſes to 
depfd vpon the other poeticall cõmendation, ſhe perſwaded hir ſelfe 
then that ſhe perfely knew the auffhoz thereof, v. o. within a day 
oꝛ two after his ſuddaine departure (as moſt woers do,ſparing no 
coſte) ſent many a pꝛetious e coſtly (ewell vnto his Lady in token 
of his great god will to warde hyꝛ. But he nought regarding the 
coſte( by reaſon as it ſhoulde ſeeme of the taſit commyng thereby) 
neglefed his giftes, ſaying: Zche lirde can haue corne in the harueſt 
tyme, meanyng thereby(as J thinke) that whyle ſhe lyutd in that 
onder, (hee coulde not wante what mighte lo eaſily be commen by, 
what ſoeuer it cofte . UWherevpon heremembzyng the commendas 
tion which ſometime ſhee ſette vpon a rare and ſumptuous irwell 
whiche en Wwoze vpon by; fronte, whoſe lyke foz vertue was 
not tobe fonnde agayne,and remembzyng the common Pzouerbe 
and vlnall experience, Ferre fette and deare bought dee fanſie Ladyes 
meſte of all, he ſought by all meanes poſſible that mighte be inutn⸗ 
ted, ſome pzetie deuite whereby to gette the ſame . Who ſeyng the 
wilde hozles to haue gotten their raynes at will from vnſkilfull 
Phaeton, who wilfully woulde haut the guy ding of the Chariot 
Whiche caried the radyant Sunne aboute the wozlde : and knows 
ing the ſame of fozce to pzonoke a greate hurlyburly among the 
Goddes and Goddeſſes in heauen, repapitd thether in haſte, 
whome actoꝛdyng to his expeitation hee founde almoſte beſiveg 
them(clues,fearyng the conſumyng bothe of Heauen and Earth 
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by fire , Where ſeyng the Goddeſſes moſt of all ſkuddelyng and ſcs 
kyng to defende themſelues longeſt from ſmothering, hee be⸗ 
ſought Bran vppen his knees, as ee loued hyz naturall daughs 
ter, to helpe him with the lame. Who beyng moucd with pittie, 
willed hym to got vnto Yen, tellyng byz that hyz temple is 
lette on fyze, and Cypres where (hee was wozſhipped moſte of all 
u conſumed to naught, whereat (quoth ſhe) hee will not onely 
rende hyꝛ clothes, but alſo { negleityng where) caſte them here and 
there, whiche when pou ſee hit doe, take the Jewell and goe pour 
way. This pꝛe cept lyked N. o very well, who (doyng as ſhe had 
commaunded him) founde eche thing to fall out in allreſpeifes ac⸗ 
coꝛdyng vnto hyz deuination befoze, wherefoze he taking vp this 
Jewell, departed with great ioye and gladneſſe, and ſent it vnto his 
Lady foz a token, who knowyng it at the firſte ſighte, receyued it 
lopfully, although in the bzyngers ſighte but ſcoznefully, by rege 
ſon of hyz cloked countenaunce : foz giuyng the ſeruaunt thankes, 
and ttwardyng him liberally, cher ſente his Maſter none at all.

Foz ſhe ſeing his long abſence,and hearing 
in deede howe heanily he toe the matter, greatly regardyng alſo 
bis giftcs in token wiſe,caulde not refrayne, but ſpent byz dayes in 
ſobbing ughes foz wot, and beyng aboute ſomewhat to haut wilt 
ten vnto him, whereby he mighte haue taken hartie grace, theſe 
verſes following came vato hir handes.

whiche gaue him(as it were) a bitte to gnawe vpon) keptt the by⸗ 
ting thereof ſecretely vnto himſclfe, vntill ſuche tyme as occaſion 
ſerued him to crane byz company into the open apze : whiche Wee 
vtttriy refuſed,ſaping, ſhe was no hare foz Greyhoundes courſe. 
Whereat 7.7. callyng to minde the deſcription of Ye» after the 
ozdcr of 27-1456 papntyng, (that is) to ſette byz feete vpon a Ter- 
ro;ſe, hit deniall moued him not, conſidering,that Ladics of honoz, 
courtlike Dames,and Ladplikt gentlewomen arc ſcldome rſiners 
fozth of theyz dozes,but much leſſe ſtrayers abzoadc, leaſt the ſharp 
windes of E· l., oz the boyſttrous blaſtes of 3-re<- houlde nippe 
their lincly bloud, oz the exceſſiue heate of 74a»: parching beames, 
ſhoulde turnt their roſed lokes, whiche art ſs Chziſtall cleare into

filkcn oz lawne ſkarffe,lyie vato the ſlatcly grace of Peru» kings 
when they ſtraye fozth of their dozes. J knowe ſome dapntie 
Dames will not ſtickt to tate holde at the greedy deſire which / J. 
had vnto the wanton wyll of pleaſure: but what ofthis? it mighte 
be the merry moneth of Map, oz tile the pzeſcription of Juguft 
moued dym vnto it thozowe the aduice aſwell of the Phiſition as 
ofthe Iſtronomer foz his dtalth ſake . Ind if it were ſo, then were 
be greatly tobe bozne withall, Ind peraduenture alſo A /medews 
of Hell, thozow the continuall compay of his amozous para- 
mour, moued him to become & Sacre log the tyme, Whiche haut 
their toyes moſte fitte foz Ladiesluſtes. Foz tuen as the wynde 
(called 5ec:<-)Eaſt and by Nozth,hath power to dzaw the clowdes 
vnto him bycauſc bis motions are rounde : tuen ſo hath the werte 
Southweſt winde, Whiche pꝛocttots from beauties pzyce, the 
fozce, to be as it were a Ueneriall rampyꝛe to ſturrt vp carnall 
luftes. Wihbtche once thozowe greedy affeifion beyng Cette on fire, 
can hardely bet quenched agayne . Foz lokc howe the Bee di⸗ 
eth by pzycking with byz owne ſtpng, bycauſe ſott can not dꝛawe 
backe agayne the poynte thereof without the greate hurte ofhpz

tyt aſide. Ind this is the ly ende of ſuch tothlefſe hagges,which 
matcheth with bearolefſe boyes : and alſo of ſucht olde dotardes as 
marieth with gariche gerlcs, who ſeing bis youthfull dapts att 
ſpent, and alſo ſuch ſc artitit of ſowing ſcede, that an ill. muchleſſe 
a god croppe can hardely bercaped thereof, are gladde foz pleaſure 
ſake,tohyze newe and (undzie wozkemen to ſctte on wozke, ſome 
to plowe.ſome to harrowe, and ſome to {owe. But yet who (st- 
uer ploweth,barroweth, and ſoweth it, hy vnn ily huſband is ſure 
fo rtapt it ( miſtruſting nought}e ſhe to carrie it home to the barnt.

Thus not agrcyng, 
but continually iacring the ont at the other, ſometiines they ſceke 
diuozcement,whiche if they do not, ytt bettet J thinke were theſe 
martages vnmade . UWiho mindeth thercfoze to matcht himſelfe in

like oz diſagree. But why ſeene J thus to ſtray from iny ttrte? & 
god penne man will ſay, 02 at the leaſt thinke, cither I did it fox 
wante of matter, tiſt was J no perffte dilaterin this cace. To 
whome J anſwere thus,though J fwarue from my texte, yet not 
from the matter. But (Ad rem redcas) fo; I know my recozded 
notes yet lot foꝛ. The (ackedloue of r. beyng wonne as you 
fee by my fozmer yl, v. o. was very deſſrous to know of a cer- 
tenty the day wherein this folemne mariage ſhould be ſo!emmiſed, 
foz that the pzcpardtion thercofrequireo a long deliberation, whcr- 
by eche thing belongyng to this ſumptuous furniture mighte.be 
had in ſuch a readineAe,as no hart aliue could wiſh it better tobe, 
Ind tudge yce whether time wanted to conſulte ſhercof, when as 
this demaunde being made befoze Chziſtmaſſe, the time appoyn⸗ 
ted was contriued oz deferred vntil Eaſter,bicauſe in derde ol fozco 
Che muſt ſo doe, what though he thought it long ? it was a hrauen 
to liue in hope. Meyther paſſtd this tedious tyme (as ht thought) 
without vnfayned ioyes + bnſpeakcable pleaſure, foz eche dap they 
fedde thcir rrume, andpleaſed their appetites with chopce thereof. 
Foz firſte .o. canſed as the time required the twelue labours of 
Hercules, and alſo bis owne death to be linely ſettt fozth in tragi⸗ 
call manner befoze byz tyts, v-delicer, firſte the ouercommyng of 
the Lion thozow the ayde of Ne: lecõdly the leyng ofthe poy⸗ 
ſonous ſtuen hedded ſnake, called re: thirdly the conquering 
of the foule ſowe of EH th : fourthly the death of the harte 
with his gildcd boꝛnts: fiftly the oppzeſſion of the birdts of Sy- 
pbalide with bis bfoed bowe: litly the loſing of ta frb hir 
binding chaynes: ſeuenthly the clenſing of the able of Auer ty 
his deuice of running waters : foz the tygbt the conquering of the 
mighty Bull in wzeſflyng : then foz the ninth as well the conqueſt 
of the doꝛſts of Yiemedes,as of the Riug bim ſelft:foꝛ the tenth his 


ouercomining of Ger-one: with his triple body. In the cleucnth the 
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viffozy of cerber in deſcending foz Prefer pins: und laſlt of all, 
beyng conquerour ol ede, the winnyng ol the gold apples. 
Pct being thr authoz of ſo many woztby decdes, howe miſcrably 
and pityfully,yca in what lamentable oꝛder at the length be ended 
bis lyfe thozowe the wearing of a ſbyzte whiche Peu put bim 
en ſoꝛ the nonſt, beſpzinkled with the bloud of aCentaure, whiche 
cleaucd ſo faſte vnto his vnwitting body, that with greedy grypB 
it tente bis harte aſunder. Illo in this tragedie was mcncioned the 
betraying of 5:-wmp/o» thozowe a womans wile. Lal dert at ſome of 
the company departed with 8 dogge in their \lecue. Who in mine 
opinion it becomed rather to baut ſtaytd, and lulled hit fancie iu bu 
lappt: whoſe ſtinking bzcath anoyts the gentle routt. But what of 
this ? J dore.fweare, they are not oncly perſwaded that the ſcrnte 
therof is petite reſtozitie, but alſo it to caſte as gdozifcrous a (mill 
to their noſcs,and tobe as fweete to them, and better accepted, than 
the codde it ſelfe of nuſke. But mach god may it do them. From 
ſuch ſwertt and fanoxy ſmels God ſhielde me. Ind pet, ſo long as

Ind to be hozte, J finde an other me- 
ry ieſte as touching this poynt, betweene a man of the countrey 
and his pariſht Pzieſt; who lying very ſoze ſicke(and the people a» 
doutt bim loking almayes when bc (houlderſap, /* m Downs 
commend» /}itum menum) bycauſe the pangs of drathe had w- 
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ced him off befoze to ſay in raging wiſe, Cupio diſſlui c e cu 
Chrefts,(ente vnto mailter Parſon earneſtly requeſting him to c6- 
municate the holy Sacrament vnto him, befoze te yeelded vp his 
hot : but this beyng at midaight, and he lying warm: in his bed, 
was lothe to fozgoe the ſame:Uherefoze he wzote to this patient 
by the meſſenger(as touchyng the Sactament) C. ede quod eds 
ed», Thus maſter Parſon(litte regarving the egerneſſe of þ wolle, 
and much leſe his ſoules ſaluation, foꝛgttting alſo this ſentence, 
Boro cit Pattoru tondere pecxs non diglubere) by no mcanes coulde 
be gotten fozth of his warme bidde. It chaunced yet in ſhozte time 
after, this grieuous ict man recouered his health againe, and has 
ning occaſion to ryde a litle wap vppon ſome earneft buſin«ſſe, be 
ſent to this Parſon to bozrow his hozſe, who(notbing miltruſting) 
lente it him. But knowing alterwarde that he was returned a⸗ 
gayne, he ſente foz his hozſe. ho remembzyng bis newe kinde ol 
miniſtring the Sacrament, kepte ſtill the hozſe, and wꝛott vnto 
dim in this oꝛdet: Non meminefti,quid mihi dexifligde corpore Chi- 
ſti, Crede quod edu c edu: Sicego reſeribe de tne Palphrids , Crede 
qued babes & habes, Mow (ir whether he ſerued him wellioz ns, J 
referre the indgement thercof to ſome apiſhe witte . Foz eche man 
knoweth the feather of an Eagle is  fozce fo conſume tbe feathers 
of mtaner byꝛdts. But J willkomitte theſe cragged fnubbes and 
croked boughes to take holde once agayne of the ſtreight body of 
the tree. Firſte 7.7. ſeyng hee coulde not pzeuayle with dis gloſed 
talte, hee gaue the aſſaulte once moꝛe (not onely by pzofered ſer» 
vice and pꝛoltſſed frienddippe ) but alſo by 'offryng byz rate 
Jewels and coſtly giftes, intendyng thozowe diſpayze to bet the 
moze couragious . Whereof Vill thus wzyteth, = ſex 
viſti nulem ſperare ſalutem . Pet (hee nought regardyng his 
vayne offcrs and leſſe his pzofered ſerultt with pzofeſſed god will, 
anſwered: It ſeemeth you are well acquaynted with this pbzaſe of 
Juuenall, Rara in ten. facun dia panno eff, and that maketh yon to 
offct ſach large ſummes ol money in this caſe : but yet in vayne 
you lpende your wynde, foz J knowr to well by pzofe , that 
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Fiſtula dilce cunt volucres dum deciper auceps. Sta therefoze hert- 
in tby clattering bell, foz V= fides front, a8 /nnenak doth rtpoꝛt. 
In deede Lady /quoth be) not aff. ion alone, but this verſe of o. 4 
mou:d me toward this liberalitie, ſcing 4wnera(crede mihi) lacan: 
bominesg, dreſs I thought aſmuch quoth ſhe, Ex abiidentia cords 65 
leq» tur. And thinkeſt Þ therfoze I am ſo fwliſh, ſo light of belief, ſo 
light of behau-our,oz ſo couctous , as to accept thy fayned friends 
ip? no no J defic thy crew,thy pꝛogrnit, and ext thy race. J ſet 
not ſo much by the mucke of the wozlde, as to yeclde vnto thy fil- 
thy greedy luſt, neither to make a God thereof Foz whyle J liue, 
as J doe, ſo will J alwayes become as ſubie ct vnto this verſe 
of Horace, Et mihi res non me rebus , ſubmutere con-r . And 
I tell thee playne foz my laffe adewe that if thou were able to 
mayntayne me ade of a Cardinals harlot (although this 
compariſon is odious who ſtt (o light of pearle and pzccious fone 
that ſhe ſet the-vpper parte of hir ſhoes -cleanc ouer with the ſame. 
On if thou wert able to giue mee as pzecious a pearle as Juli 
Ceſar biſtowed vpon bis lemman $er=:{;«,the pzyce whereof was 
Fexagies, Whiche is in our tone ſixt and foztic thouſande eight 
-hundzed thzeeſcoze and ſtuentent poundes and ten billings, yet 
neythtr couldeſt noi i thou noꝛ any other whatſotuer ine 
jope the ſame at my bandes, Why arte thou armed with Dia⸗ 
mondts (as the Pottts ſayne by Aar) (quoth he) that thou (ces 
mel? ſo 9bſtinately to withſtandt ? yea in this reſpet , quoth (be) 
and fuche like cche one ſhall finde me. Then fox mp laſte farewell 
(ſayde he} to thee and thine adewe. UWhoanſwered,adcw likewiſe 
dy landt. thy lucke in boatts is barking. Thus by bir outwarde ap- 
pearaunce ſhe ſetmed glad thereof. It reſteth now by lyntal courſe 

to inferre vpon the pcregrination of hir peerleſſe paragon, marching 
pedetentim unto the barke of lone, whome finding bedecked with a 
greene robe after the paynting of Zen, cauſcd bim the moze to 
liue in hope.

'ous aftyze (whicheplealcth women not a litle) delicaze fare, colhs 
ly byze,and ſumptuous giftes, with the whole diſcourſe of bis bu- 
fineſſe,no counſell kepte vaknowne, whiche plc aſcd byz molt of al. 
But the new yeare ſtealing vpon them, whole pzcſence be thought 
his duetie ouołtd him to apoze With ſomt rait gifte, to imparte 
oz repzeſent vnto his Lady in token of bis great god wil towards 
byz. ©? foz a pledge of his eminent lopalty ,with an vutayney fi- 
delity. Eche counttty far and ntatt by @ viſion he (oughte, and in 
his rolling mind he vewid eche thing therin. Pet nothing be found 
thereja wozthy (as he thought)to beſtow vpon byz, yet did his ſteds 
faſt laut perſuade him no trguell ſpent jugyaune, who turning him 
ſelfe aboute, and vrwing eche thing at will, miſlkcdthe vnwoꝛ⸗ 
thineſſe thereof. Ulyerfoze be hicd haſlily vato the Muſes of . 
the daughters of Jupiter, whome the Poetes laynt continnally to 
dwell at thebathe of ze/«on. But pet by daply induſtry he foune 
them at thelength (by his owne repozte} in a pleaſaunt greeng ary 
boz,ſitting all togither moſte huſwiltiy occupied icht ont in theix 
proprt vocation:ſinging moſt melodioully to palle the time away, 
This greene Jrboz(ſayde he) was plantedin a dale not farre from 
this fozmer well wbertin they bathe ttmitlutz, moll curiouſly bro 
deeked with fragrant flowers that kecpeth their pleaſant hewe all 
times of the peaxe alike:at the hedde hereof cche one had hir ſeutrall 
bedde oflong gregve gtaſſe, intermingled with all tinde of ſwecte 
and fragrant floures;the growth whercof otte vp in beigth about 
the lower graſle; by his repozt) two fœte, curiouſly carued and cut 
of eche ſide, adozned with pinnacles and pillers in man:cr of a fayze 
large bedſtecde,beſette with godly greene Juie,twincd about with 
ſonic (hating pꝛtuy.

Thus ſquatted vpon this pleaſaunt mount 
from moznyng to enenyng they ſpende their tyme moſte earneſt» 
ly in their vocation (ifno one interrupt them with callyng them 
vpon, to ayde them in their enterpzyfe,as the Poctes were accuſto- 
med to dot) eche one ſingyng by courſe in the commendation of hit 
owne Atte (Melpemene alway es beginnyng, bycauſe of hit woz» 
thinefſe among them) and whſle the one ſingeth, tye other eyght 
helpeth hir recozded ſong with the varietie of notes, it was comes 
monly called the tber of amitie. N. O. ſtyng them in this oꝛder, 
thought verily he had to hranf it (cif, d ber foꝛt his wits 
abaſhed at the urſte to vtter bis myndt vnto them, but . el pemene 
ſeyng him to ſlande in ſuche amaze, conitcturtd thereby hee had 
ſome matter to bzeake vnto them, whiche not the imbccifitic of 
witte,but the bachetulncſſt of hys tongue fozbidde hym there to vt⸗ 
ter. Wherefoze moſte courteouſly Chee chcared him on, ſaying: 
what is thy will ? feare not but (hewe it fozth at large: whereat 
N. o. taxyng a bettet courage, tolde fozth his will and chicke ves 
Gre in this oꝛder. O Buſes wozthie of muſing, by earncſt ſuyte 
A crane of your wonted 4 accuſtomed courteſle, to vulace pour li- 
beralitie, cxtendyng your bentuolence in fillyng this Goblet of 
mine, with the beauenly and vnſprakeable dime of pour gratious 
Fountayne. Whereat r elyomene anſwrred Tor them all as you 
Hall btart. This ſacred well (quoth Chee) is of ſuche fozce, that 
who taſttth thereof partaketh of our vertues : and by this meanes 
ft it Choulde be made common, wee ſhoulde in tyme bet had in the 
lefſe reputation and honoz . Allo our father /»p::e- gave vs the 
ſame, condicionally, that none ſhoulde be pattaker thereof, ercept 
they coulde define their race to baut deſcended from the mighty 
powers. las Goddeſſe (quoth bee) I crave it not foz my leite 
but foz my vowed wyfe, whoſe byzthe J knowe to thee is not 
vnknowen. No ſir (quoth ſhce) J knowe hy race full well, thy 
Lady is in my libettit, and txt J know the cauſe of thy —_—_ 
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Thou halte not come in bayne, J graunt thee thy requeſt, and 
pertwith ce toke by ſilutt penſell / and dippyng it in this well 
ſhet grautd within the toutt of his Goblet in waving manner theſe 
verſes following.
